FirSt, You will fee a Letter of the Learned and Judicious Dr. Ja- 
b I on ski, Chaplain to His Majefty the King of Truffia. This Gentleman 
having been confultcd upon the Bufinefs of Liturgies, has digefted his 
Notions in fo Methodical a Manner upon that Head, that we have 
thought it proper to publifh the faid Letter in lieu of a Preface. 

You will next fee the Liturgy that has been admitted into the 
Churches of the Principality of Neufchatel, of late Years : Tis a Piece 
in which the Piety ana good Senfe of thofe that have laboured in it 
does appear to Advantage \ who alio have juftly recommended thera- 
felves to us, by the Regard they have had for our Excellent Liturgy, 
from whence they have borrowed feveral Expreffions, and fome- 
times whole Prayers. 

One may eaiily fee, that the Authors of the laid Liturgy have been 
ftrcightned, by the Obligation which they thought they lay under of 
keeping as clofc as they could to the Liturgy their Churches had been 
ufed tOj and that furni flies us with an Anfwcr that will folve feve- 
ral Difficulties. It will be asked, why thofe Perfons that undertake

the Publifhing a New Liturgy, give us no particular Services upon 
certain fo^cnin Sundays ? And why, upon other Occafions, there are 
feveral Chafms, which arc not to be excufed in Liturgies? The Rea- 
fon is, that the Ordinary Liturgy is left in Poflcflion of thofe folemn 
Seafons. Other Qucftions may. be ask'd, Why Mention is not made what 
the People anfwer, nor when they (land up, or are upon their Knees ? 
Thofe that arc accuftomed to a complcat Liturgy, expeft the fame 
Pcrtcftion in other Liturgies \ but we fhafl never liridcrftand the Com- 
position of that of Neufchatel, unlefs we confider, that it is a Liturgy 
in F.mhryoy and that the Defign of it was to bring the People by little 
and little- to fomcthing more perfeft. It has not as yet been fo much 
as printed in the Original Language } fo that the People arc always 
hearing, without anfwering, and adapt their Pofture to the ^eral 
Parts of the Liturgy which^they hear read. Tis the Cnftom !at3yf jjp- 
chatel, to receive the Sacrament but "Four Times a. Year, but eVary 
Communion lafts Two Sundays fucccflively : the Meaning of which*' is, 
that thofe who had not the Comfort of Receiving the Firft Sunday, 
may find their amends on the Second ; and this will ferve to ex- 
plain thofe Places where the Reader finds Prayers for the Firft and 
Second Week of the Communion: But unlefs one wereiipqn the 
Place, it is impoflible to form fuch Idpasas can account for all the 
Difficulties that will occur in the Reading of this- Liturgy. 

However, fuch as it i<, and abftra&lv from the local "Knowledge 
of it, we believe it very capable of edifying, by the judicious Choice 
of the Paflages of Scripture that are ufed therein, and by the Unftion 
that is generally fprcad throughout. The Publick wiH be pleafed to 
obfervc feveral Samples of theVianner of pleading' the Holy Scripture 
in that Church} we mean, the Arguments or Contents, which in a few 
Words include the Subftance of that which is to-be i*ead, and fbme 
folid Reflections which ftrike upon the Minds of the Hearers, and 
lend them away with a Lifting Edification. This is wholly new, 
and extremely well contrived, wc cannot but acknowledge, in Juftice 
to the Authors of the Neufiluttcl Liturgy. 

After the faid Liturgy, follows fomc Prayers that have been late- 
'ly introduced at Gcncv.i : And tho' that Eeginning of a Liturgy is not 
very Urge, yet it has a!fo its Merit. The Holy Scripture is- happily 
ufxl in it } it has a Clearnefs, fuch as is proper for popular Works, and 
a Solidity accommodated to the Pnbli-k WorfHip; by which one may 
fee, that' the Authors have all the heceflary Talents for furnifhin:; 
oat fomething more c-;mpldat. " ' ' .

vine Service is performed with fcarce any Inftrutyion of the People \and we y 
on the contrary , place our Service in abnefi nothing elfe but InfkruUion. 
But as when the Mafter of the Kings Houfhold tells the Servmts of the 
Court how they foalljerve their Prince* this is not the Service itfelfr but only 
an InftruUion how they fhatt ferve him ; fo is it with Sermons. Sermons 
are indeed necefary^ they are ufefuU and fhould accompany the Publick 
Worflrip \ but they are not the Worfhip it felfa nor yet the efentialleft and 
principal Part of it. jfmdng the Primitive Cbrifiimu, Sermons were not 
accounted the Divine Service, but rather an Interruption of it : For when 
they had [pent fome Time in Prayer, and Singing of Hymns y and Reading 
the Word of God f then Jhod tip the Mtnifttr and made a fhort Exhorta- 
tion to the People from the Pajfage of Scripture that had been thek read 
unto them \ this was done as 'twere in a Parenthefis, mid then they pro- 
ceeded in their Devotions* 

When we confider therefore that RtUtion there is between the Creator 
and the Creature, (which is the Foundation of mil Worflrip) the Parts of 
Worfhip feem to be thefe following* 

\jt, ConfefTion of Sins. *dty y Adoration. 3 J/y, Praife and Thanks- 
giving. 4*Wy, The Gonfecrating our fetves to God. %thly+ Prayer 
or Petition.

9/Wy, Falling- 
Of which tbefirft Eight nre ordinary and confiant Parts of Worfhip^ the 9th 
is only upon extraordinary Occafions. 

x . Confeffion of Sins mufi come firfi y as in Daniel's Prayer, Chap. IX^ 
Repentance being the fir ft Step to reconcile our f elves to God. 

2. Adoration, or fatting down before God, and Worfhivfing* is required 
as a Math of our own Humility, and that great Refpeft we havo for 
God y whichy whoever duly confider s what God is, cannot but be moved to 
do •, and therefore has it been common to all Religions that ever were in 
the World \ the holy Scripture efveciaUy does fretfuently exhort m to it. 
O come let us worfhip, and fail down, and kneel before the Lord 
our Maker, Pfal. XCV. 6. Our Saviour comprehends the whole Worjhip of 
God it; this one Thing, Thou ftialt worthip the Lord thy God, and 
Him only (halt thau ferve, Mat. IV. 10. where the original Word which 
we tranflate Worfhip, fignifies the Fatting down or Profiration of the Body 
to the Earth. Vide Neb. VIII. 6. 

). Praife and Thankfgiving. We are to praife God both upon stccouwt 
of what He is in Himfelfr and what He is to us \ His own Excellence, 
and his Goodnefs towards ns y .do juftly fill our Mouths, as they once did 
David's, with his Praife : 'Tis our Duty t* thank Him for all his Bene-

fits Corporal and Spiritual, Common and Particular, but chiefly for the 
Spiritual } an4 above aM, for the gracious Redemption of the World by 
Cbrift Jefus, as the firfi Chrifiians ufed to do. 

4. Tljc Gpnfccration of our felves conftfts in devoting our felves en* 
tircly, 4*4 without Referve % to God's Glory and Service, our Bodies, our 
Souls, our Goorfs, our Life, and all that we are or have* AH this we owe 
to God, as «pr Saviour teaches m, bidding us fray, Thy Will be done. 
And forafmudf as Offerings and Sacrifices do peculiarly belong to the Di- 
vine Service or Werfttip, this is the Chrifiians Offerings that they prefent 
themfelvcs and Bodies a living, holy, and acceptable Sacrifice to 
God, wfrich is their reafonable Service, Rom. XII. 1. 

5. Prayer is commanded us by God and our Saviour, and was con- 
ftantly ft/ed by the Primitive Chrifiians : They prayed both for them felves 
and others, for the obtaining Good, and averting Evil j yet chiefly we 
mufi ash Spiritual Things rather than Corporal 

6. God*S Holy Word is the Rule of our Faith and our Life ; and 
becaufe many cannot read it, many, tho they can, neglell it r therefore was 
it tVtn in tho Times of the Old 7 eft am en t openly read in the Divine Ser- 
vice, Jflch. VIII. 3, 18. Luke IV. 16. Ads XIII. 15. The Primitive 
Chrifiians read it in the fame manner, as appears from the A Sis of the 
Ancient Churches : Whereas that Reading which is among us, is not looked 
upon as a Part of the Service, and is only heard by thofe, who, through 
Miftake, come into Church a little too early, and is done without the leafi 
Devotion or Refpcft, only to fill up the void Space till the Minifter comes 
in and interrupts it* In the Pulpit, there* s only a Text read, which is 
ufuaUy but a jhort Sentence, and then aM the reft is but the Work and 
yVora4 of At an, which yet has the moft Attention , though even thefe Ser- 
mons them felves are not heard fo much for our own Edification, as tb • 
fafs a Judgment on the Gifts of the Preacher. 

7. The Holy Sacraments are by all allowed to be Parts of Divine Wor- 
fitip, and therefore I fhall not here in ft ft upon it. 

8. That AlDwjIving belongs to Divine Service, is evident, for that God 
commands his People, not only to appear before Him in his Temple, but 
liuewife that they jhou'd not appear empty, Exod. XXIII. 15. -XXXlV,

J conclude this firfi Point with this Obfefvation, That as all the fort- 
mentioned Parts are neceffary to Divine Service, fo is it not enough, thdt 
in the Celebration of it, thefe Parts be in grofs and implicitly included 
under general Exprtjfwns in one long confufed and undivided Prayer, 
%ut each AH mufi be fo feparated from the other, and fo clearly exjpreffed, 
that the moft fimple and ignorant Cbrift ion may be able to perceive and di- 
ftinguifh the one from the other ; fince each of them is a particular and di- 
fiintt Help or Means both to Devoutnefs and Attention, and to Holinefs of 
Uje.

$dly, The Word of God. ought to be con ft ant ly and diligently read in 
the Divine Service ; and the ^Method of the Enelifh Church is in this Ex- 
cellent^ where, in the Publick Prayers, the Old Te ft ament thread through once 
a Tear, the New Three Times, and the Pfaims once tver^mionth. 

4thly, The Prayert muft be plain and fimplt, without Ponip of Words, af- 
ftftcd Eloquence, or long Reafanin^s ; the Heart muft pray, not the Head. 

%thly, 7 Tis a great Help to Devotion and Attention, when the Pnbhck Prayers 
are not included in one long con fu fid Prayer, but are divided intofeveral little 
Prayers, and the P films, Leftnre, and Prayers fo mix d and vary d with 
each other, that the natural Weabiefs of Man may the better be enabled by 
thefe Changes, to go through t be' whole with Devoutvefs and Attention. 

6thly, The Divine Service ou^ht not to laH too long ; half, or at moft 
three Quarters of an Hour itfufficient, that the Attention of the Mind be 
not tired. 

Ithly, Jn Divine Service the People fliould not be mere Spectators or 
Auditors, but Attors ; and that not only in Tlsought and Heart, but with 
the Mouthy inpraying to, arid praifmg Godi as it ufed to be in the Jcvrifli 
and the Primitive Apoftollcal Churches, vid. i Cor. X.V. \6. Tls w&U

After Evening Sermon. 

GREAT God, who art the Creator of the World, and the Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jefus Chrift, we lift up our Hearts to Thee, 
to adore thy infinite Majefty, and chiefly to celebrate thy great Mercy, 
and to offer to Thee the humble Sacrifice of our Bleflings and Praifes. 
it is juft, it is our Duty, and it is a good Thing, that at all Times, 
and in all Places, we fhould give Thee Thanks, O Lord our God, 
Holy Father, Almighty and. Everlafting God ! But above all, we ought 
to do it at this Time, in which Thy whole Church is met together to 
meditate upon the Myftery of the Nativity, and of the Death of our 
Redeemer Jefus Chrift. Thou haft fent thy only Son into the World 
in the Fulnefs of Time, out of thy great Love towards Men ^ Thou 
haft been pleas'd that He fhould be born upon the {Larth, and that 
He fhould be there fubjeft to the Miferies of our Nature.} and that 
in dying for the Salvation of Man, He fhould facrifice the fame Body 
that He had taken upon Him in the Womb of the Blefled Virgin, 
His Mother.

IIS Hiftory formffies u*with feveral good Refledions: Firft, 
We fee from it, the Behaviour of Achat, who took of theac- 
curfed Thing ; to what Sin the Love of Riches drives Men, and that 
nothing is (acred' to fuch who are ftrongty poflefled with mfc Paf- 
fion. Secondly, We may obferve here, that the Sin of one Man alone^ 
may draw down the Curie of God upon the Publick •, and that Un* 
rignteoufhefs and medling with forbidden Things, may deprive a< 
whole Nation #f the Prete&ien of God. Thirdly^ The admirable 
Manner of difcovering Achan, by calling of Lots, proves clearly that 
God knows all Things, and that Sins committed in Secret, cannot 
efcape either his Knowledge or Revenge.

My Brethren, 

O R the Understanding of this Chapter, and for benefiting 
_ .by this Leflbn,. we muftmake thefe Three JRefle&ions. firfi, 
That the Tribe of Dan did ja'ftly undertake the War^againft the City 
of Laijh, becaufe God had given the Land of Canaan* of Which this 
City was a Part, to the Children of IfraeL Secondly, We may leartf* 
by the Example of thofe of Dan, who, before they put their Defign 
in Execution, confulted the Lord by the Means or a t,evite, and did 
alfo take the Levitt along with them ^o bt their Prieft •, that we 
ought not to ftt about any Thing withptit knowing the Will of the 
Lord i and that we ought to efteem^above every Thing, the Ad- 
vantage of ferving God publickly.

WE have read to you the Relation of the great Sin that King 
David committed, by falling into Adultery, and caufing V- 
riah, his faithful Servant, to be (lain by a crying Injaftice and 
black Treachery. The Time, and other Circumftances of this Fall of 
David, and that which he did to conceal this Crime, ought to raife 
in Os the following Reflexions : Firfi, That we eafily forget our felves 
when we are in Profperity and at our Eale, as David then was. 
Secondly,' That Looks may draw us into Uncleannels, and that this 
Paffion ought to be refitted in its Beginning, and that -we mutt a- 
void thofe Obje&s that may excite it. Thirdly, That Uncleanncfs 
does commonly engage People in other Crimes i -and that after they 
have fallen into this Sin, they commit others to conceal it, whereby 
they become more guilty. Lafily, We ought to confider, that when 

David 



David had fallen, he was no longer in a State of Salvation, and of 
Grace : and that if he had not raifed himfelf by a ferious and pnblick 
Repentance, he would have perished in tiis Sin, $? {hat we ought 
not to abufe this Example, but on the contrary, we are obliged to 
watch over our felves with the more Care y above all, becaufe fince 
thefe Sins are much more enormous in Chriftians than they were in 
David j and that it is more hard for them to get off, and to obtain 
ftttxioff for them. . 
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i KINGS, Chap. III. 

KING Solomon marries tie daughter of Thar Mb, King of Egypt. 
God appears to him in a Dream, and bid him a& vfliat jie 
would of Him. Solomon, having asked WiGlom rather than Rich** 
God granted him both \ whereby that Prince gave Proofs of his &- 
traordtnary Wifdom, in the Judgment that he pafs'd upon the Dif? 
pute that happened between the two Mothers about their Children.

YO U have heard, that Solomon having asked of God Wifdom 
rather than Glory and Riches, God granted him an extraordi- 
nary Wifdom j of which he gave Proofs in the Judgment that is here 
recorded *, and befides that, a Glory .which exceeded that of the 
greateft Kings* Whereupon we are to obferve, that the Great Men 
of the World being appointed for the Good of the People, theyr 
ought above 'all Things to labour to obtain the Wifdom of which 
they Jjtand in need, and make their Glory to confift not in Power and 
Riches, but in the Exercife of Jpftice and good Government And 
we oiiht all of us to learn from hence, that the Gifts of the Spirit 
of God, are what we ought to feek after in the firft place, and 
that he is ready to bellow .them on thofe that ask them of Him ; 
befides which, He often grants them Temporal Bteffings which they 
did not ask Him* This is what Jefus Chrift teaches us by thefe 

Words : Seek ye firfi the Kingdom of God and his Right toufnefs, and off 
ether Things wall he added to you- Now thefe hopeful Beginnings of 
the Reign of Solomon, fhews us how happy this Prince would lave 
been, if he had perfevered in Holinefs and in the Fear of the Lord.

By thisr 
one fees, tbat-^ReHgious Perfons may fell into the greateft" Crimea 
when they negleft* tbemfclvesi and that thofe who have begun well j 
d» (bmetimes end very ill; Thirdly, Tbfo* Hiftory does inform usj 
that tjfai/fe.had'the Let of wicked Kings j that God delivered hinr 
into the Hands of his Enemies; that he was flam in his Bedj an* 
bfiried with Ignominy* From whence we may infer, that thofe who 
provoke God to Wrath by their Sins, 'do early or latc^experienc* 
rite Severity of bis Judgments.*.

Thirdly, 
Thofe in whom the Word would bring forth Fruit if they were 
not taken up- -with Covetoufnefs, and -with, the Pleafures ana Cares 
of this Life ', and thofe are the Seed t^at falls among Thorns. The laft 
Sort is thofe whofe Hearts are good and well difpofed, and in whpm 
-the Wcfrd brings forth Fruity although unequally j and they are jre- 
•preftnted by the Seed which is fown in good Grownd. Acknowledge, 
-Chriftians, as your Saviour does there -exhort you, how happy you 
are to -hear thele Things, and take Care after what manner you re- 
ceive the Word of GocL Avoid the Hardnefs of thofe upon whom 
the Word makes no Impreffion, and the Inconftancy and Temptati- 
ons which are the Caufe, ]that after .having been affe&ed with it, 
People do not perlcvere" in* it : Avoid alio the Defires and the Cares of 
this Ufe, which ftifle the Word, and be of the Number of thoje 
good Hearers which bear Frnit with Perfcverance.
